ICHARD DODDRIDGE 

BLACKMORE was born 
‘on June 7, 1825 at Longworth, 
England ‘where his father 
was the rector of the local 
church. His home life Was 
broken up, however, in his 
boyhood when his mother died 
during a typhoid epidemic. He 
was sent to live at his grand- 
mother's home on the coast of 
Glamorganshire, in Wales. 

In 1836, his father sent him to 
Blundell's School in Tiverton, where he 
made a name as a superior student—espe- 
cially in the field of classic literature. From 
there, Blackmore won a scholarship to his 
father’s old school, Oxford-Exeter. There. 
tov, his classic interests overruled his in- 
tentions of becoming a lawyer; and after 
graduation, he became a master of the clas- 
sics at a country school. 

While part of a “reading party” on the 
island of Jersey, he met and fell in love 
with a young Portuguese lady. whom he 
secretly married, She was a delicate person 
and did not live much longer than to see 
his first days of popularity as an author 
Blackmore was very attached to his wife, 
since he had missed the love of a mother 
and family as a boy, and her death affected 
him severely. He never closed the cottage 
in Twickenham that they had shared and 
left it in precisely the same order that she 
had arranged 

Although Blackmore was admitted to the 
bar in 1852, his efforts were expended en 
tirely‘in the field of literature. The first 
works to come from his pen were not too 
popular, however, his first novel, CLARA 
VAUGHN, written in 1864, brought him 
recognition as an author. Another story. 
CRADOCK NOWELL, followed two 
years later. but it was LORNA DOONE. 
which appeared in 1869, that established 
Blackmore as a great writer of his day 

Blackmore was essentially a shy person 


and the fame of his popular novel 
jim the object of the 
curiosity and inquisitiveness of 
his neighbors So that he 
could retire from the public's 
constant demands, he built 
}} himself a home in Teddington 
ff and became a fruit farmer 
There, in the privacy ana se- 
clusion of his country home, he 
continued his writing and 
studies 
The book. LORNA DOONE. is set 
in the countryside that Blackmore knew as 
a young man. His chief character. John Ridd., 
is the result of a combination of classic 
“strong man’ that Blackmore knew 
student of the classics and the English folk- 
tale hero. so popular in his contemporary 
literature The Doone family were genuine 
characters, even though history might not 
be able to provide evidence proving their 
existence, They were probably the fictional 
result of the stories Bl@ckmore had heard 
as a youngster abour the Red Thieves of 
Mawddy. a notorious gang if bad-men in 
Wales 
Shortly before moving to his tarm home, 
Blackmore suffered a breakdown in health 
and gave up.all activities except his writ- 
ing Finally. on January 20 1900 Richard 
D Blackmore drew the lasi_breath of his 
industrious and talented life "His hody was 
buried in the country he loved so much 
Although several other novels and poems 
by Blackmore followed LORNA DOON 
none has reached the pinnacle of popularity 
or the breadth of circulation of this charm- 
ing story of the English 
“west country” 4 


Aeros every American 
kitchen of today has its 
share of aluminum pots and 
pans hanging in gleaming array 
above nie stove. On our 
airfields, giant transcontinental 
liners rumble from their hang- 
ars and rise into the sun with 
aluminum sides glistening. 
Throughout the world, this 
magic metal is used in count- 
less ways to improve man's 
comfort and to serve his needs. 
In Peace, it is used to save lives and prop- 
erty as in War it was used to fashion 
‘weapons of destruction. 

Aluminum serves every important indus- 
try imaginable. Foods are wrapped in 
aluminum foil; aluminum paint protects 
bridges, water tanks, and railroad signal 
towers. Aluminum is found in automobiles, 
bicycles, trucks and airplanes. It is light in 
weight. It is easier to lift, push, or pull. 
Aluminum spreads heat evenly and quick- 
ly, It carries electricity. That is why it is 
$0 popular with manufacturers of waffle 
irons and toasters. The ice trays in your 
refrigerator will not rust because they are 
made of aluminum. Aluminum resists cor- 
rosion. It reflects both light and heat. In- 
deed, aluminum has so many uses it might 
be called the world’s most useful metal. 
Yet, it was less than a century ago that 
aluminum was in the precious metals class. 
It took a young American scientist to pro- 
duce this magic metal and make it avail- 
able commercially. This was a feat which 
had defied the best efforts of Europe's 
famed scientists. The young American was 
23-year-old Ohioan. Charles Martin Hall. 

In 1825 a Danish scientist, Hans Oer- 
sted, extracted a little aluminum from clay, 
and this achievement aroused the interest 
of his contemporaries, In 1827, Frederich 
Wohler, a German, succeeded in producing 
aluminum pellets large enough to weigh on 
delicate scales. Wohler’s success stimu- 
lated further efforts to extract aluminum 
from the ground. But “nothing much hap- 
pened. Scientists knew that wherever there

was clay, there was aluminum. 
They also knew that the top 
layer of the earth contains 
more aluminum than any other 
metal. But to produce alumi- 
num in aj quantities 
so that it could be used com- 
mercially—that was the diffi- 
culty! 

In 1852, aluminum sold for 
$550.00 a pound. Napoleon 
Bonaparte III became inter- 
ested in using aluminum to 


ment so it could march farther and faster. 
He commissioned Henri Deville to find a 
means of producing the metal cheaply. 

Deville’s experiments were. suc: 
cessful, as they reduced the cost of alumi- 
num per pound; but still it remained in the 
precious metal class. * 

In 1863,Charles Martin Hal} was born. 
As a young student at Oberlin College, 
Charles was intensely interested in alumi- 
num. He set up a chemical laboratory in 
his home and studied and worked. The 21- 
year-old scientist was especially interested 
in the aluminum cap that was made for the 
Washington monument It weighed one 
hundred ounces and cost $1.10 an ounce, 
That was in 1884. 

In 1886 when he graduated, Charles was 
still working on his experiments. Friends: 
sought to persuade him to give up a task 
which far more experienced scientists had 
abandoned. It was impossible, they said, to 
produce aluminum in quantities for com- 
mercial use. Charles, however, stuck to his 
test tubes despite their entreaties. 

A few months after his graduation, 
Charles burst into the laboratory of his 
former chemistry professor one evening. 
In his hand, Charles held two tiny pellets 
of aluminum, the first he had made. The’ 
amazed professor examined the pellets un- 
der the microscope. He subjected them to 
every known test. The result was positive! 

Two years later aluminum was out of 
the precious metals class and selling for 
two dollars a pound.
